He 
cut with self-rake, threw it up in sheaves 
bound up in a couple of days and hauled 
in couple weeks later. Horses and cattle 
eat it greedily. It cost about $5 per acre 
for raising and harvesting, but made about 
three tons per acre, valued at $15.

sowing with some cultivation, and left to 
stand till nearly matured ; then cut and 
left standing till wanted for use, as thi« 
kind of fodder is very liable to mould. 


"Horticultural Fertilizers" was the title

.Longsdorif. He said in part that it is now 
an admitted fact that to be successful in 
horticulture some fertilizer must be u«ed 
Barn-yard manure is not a perfect fertilizer 
for fruit. Phosphate or commercial ferti- 
lizers will stimulate for a while as lon» as 
there is humus in the soil to work on 
Growing leguminous plants to be used for 
green manuring is fastgaining ground and 
is destined to become a necessity for hor- 
ticulture. Crimson clover ia pre-eminent- 
ly the crop to grow for green manuring, as 
it is a great gatherer of nitrogen.

FIFTY YEARS OF SWESE 


BREEDING. 


T. D. COBURX, OF KANSAS, WRITES THE 


FOLLOWING EXCELLENT ARTI- 


CLE FOK THE AMERICAN 


AORICULTUBIST. 


Among the names by wbich farmers 


fifty years ago designated the families 
or breeds of hogs common in various 
parts of the country were, Suffolk, 
Leicester, Berkshire, China, Maskay, 
Grassfed, dewberry White, Xo Bone, 
Grass, Chester White, Woburn, Chinese 
Guinea, Surrey, Bedford, Corbet, Hin- 
doo, Long-nosed Pike, Thin Rind, Cal- 
cutta, Byfleld, Russie, Poland, Lincoln, 
Bakewell, Spanish Black, Sussex, Essex, 
Xorfolk, Parkinson, Medley, Yorkshire, 
and Razor-backed Alligator, Now, the 
breeds that furnish nine-tenths of the 
hogs slaughtered at the great packing 
centers are but two — the Poland-China 
and the Berkshire, both chiefly black, 
with white marklings on face and feet. 
The former is an American-made breed, 
begun by the farmers in Warren and 
Butler counties, Ohio, sixty or more 
years ago, by combinations of the stock 
then known as Russia, Byfield, Big 
China, Bedford and Irish Grazier, re- 
sulting in a large spotted stock of much 
local repute, with the name of Warren 
County hog. These were later, liberally 
crossed with Berkshire blood and, from 
such foundation, by careful selection 
and mating, has come a breed that is 
now more widely popular and extensive- 
ly leared in this country than any other. 
In November, 1S72. a national meeting 
of swine breeders, held at Indianapolis, 
Ind., from a dozen different names by 
which these swine bad been known, 
CEOS* that of Poland-China. 


The Berkshire is an English breed, 


first imported to America about 1S30. 
During the ten years ensuing, the de- 
mand for them amounted to a craze. 
The methods and conditions, then pre- 
vailing among American farmers, ap- 
pear to have in some way been unfavor- 
able to the important breed's prosperity 
and, after a few years, its popularity 
waned. For a quarter of a century, fol- 
lowing, Berkahires were not 
wanted 


here, although in England their breed- 
ing and improvement was kept up. 
About 1865, the old piejudice against 
them had largely died out, and breeders 
in the United States and Canada began 
the importation of some of the best 
specimens British skill and experience 
had produced. Importations continued, 
they became widely disseminated, im- 
provement was constantly made, and 
now their stock, either pure, tr as a 
cross, is popular, and largely used in 
every State. Single specimens for breed- 
ing purposes have sold for higher prices 
than those of any other breed. Their 
judicious crossing with ti.e somewhat 
coarser Poland-Chinas, which has been 
much resorted to, is regarded by many 
excellent judges as producing animals 
superior, for general breeding and pork 
making, to these or any others pnrelv 
bred. 


White hogs in any considerable num- 


bers have well-nigh ceased to be reared 
in the greatcentral basin of the country. 
Xext to Poland-Chinas, Berkshires and 
their crosses, ttie swine best known are 
the Chester Whites. This breed had its 
origin iu the use of stock brought from

Bedfordshire, England, in ISli, upon 
the best of that at the time raised in 
Chestf-r county, Pennsylvania. Prom 
I860 to 1575 they were widely distributed 
from there in many States, and were 
more generally raised and crossed from, 
tban any other improved breed. Hogs, 
other than white, were quite rare at 
that time, many people having a belief 
that the meat of a black hog was, in 
some way, less wholesome than that of 
a white one. Sow, a day's journey in 
the great corn States, might not reveal a 
Chester White or a herd of any white 
hogs. 


Other breeds that have been given 


more or less prominence in the last tiftj 
years are Suffolks; large and stnal'l 
Yorkshires (white); Essex (wholly black) 
from England; Victoiias of two en- 
tirely different foundations; and Che- 
shire, a white breed o< American origin ; 
Jersey Reds or Duroc-Jersey, a rusty 
red variety of large size and uncertain 
beginning, but quite a favorite with 
farmers in Xcw Jersey. All these last 
mentioned have furnished individuals of 
undoubted excellence, and all have been 
in the direction of improvement, but, 
as a whole, their influence atid impress 
upon the swine stock of Ameiica, while 
by no means to be despi.-ed or ignored, 
can be but vaguely discerned or defined. 


No other people breed and raise swine 


to the- extent that Americans do; none 
take greater pride in the quality and 
purity of their breeding stock, and none 
are at greater p.;:n3 to pieserve aad pub- 
licly record its lineage. 
The public 


registry of swine pedigrees was first in- 
stituted by tlie American Berkshire As- 
sociation in 1875. for that breed, and 
later it was taken up by associations of 
breeders of 
Poland-Chinas, Chester 


Whites, Essex, Duroc-Jerseys, Small 
Yorkshires, * iiud Cheshires. 
In their 


numerous volumes are recorded the pedi- 
grees of thousands of animala used, or 
being used, for the propagation and im- 
provertient of the respective breeds. 
English breeders adopted the methods 
of Americans, and have already issued 
se-eral volumes of records for their 
Berkshire and other pure breeds. 


In one especially important feature, it 


cannot be said there has been any re- 
markable improvement in fifty years 
This is the almost exclusive use of grow- 
ing Indian corn for fattening pork, 
though every man who ever exaraii'.-il 
the subject concedes that corn alone is 
not a complete or well-balamed ration 
for either giowth or health. In earlier 
days when the country was new and 
much of it he;;vily timbered "mast'1 


was an important factor in pork-mak- 
ing. It is doubtful, if even in these en- 
liglitened days, the abundant grasses 
aud clovers are regarded «ith the same 
intelligent appreciation in the economy 
of pork production. The error of this 
violation of Nature's laws has been re- 
peated;}- demonstrated in the destruc- 
tion, almost acnualv, of entire herds, on 
thousands of farms, by contagious mal- 
adies, called the convenient title of 
"cholera."

One reason why cattle will go out in 


the barn-yard during inclement weather 
and endure cold and dampness in prefer- 
ence to remaining inside is that the sf alls 
are too dark and cheerless. 


This is the season of the year when 


the pig pen is a mess of filth and slop, 
and but for the cold weather would give 
off any intolerable odor. Keep the pen 
well filled with earth and absorbent ma- 
terial, and give the pigs a dry bed, pro- 
tected from storing. By making them 
comfortable less food will be required. 


Do not try to hatch chicks with hens 


in midwinter unless you are willing to 
devote time in caring for the broods 
Hens cannot raise chicks in winter un- 
less kept in a warm place, 


The corn crop is said to be overesti- 


mated and prices map advance. Pota- 
toes are cheaper this year than ever be- 
fore and many farmers will not put as 
large areas in potatoes next season. The 
proper course to pursue is to grow those 
crops that your neighbors are discarding, 
as it means a smaller supply of such 
next season. 


It is doubtful if uny farmer ever had 


too much laiid in grass. It is a crop 
that may be sold as hay or will sustain 
more stock if the yield is heavy. All 
grass farms improve in fertility, as far- 
mers who grow grass us a special crop 
are always careful to use fertilizers nnd 
save as much manure as possible. 


Instead of using medicine as cathar- 


tics give the animals linseed meal regu- 
larly, which is not harmful, but on the 
contrary, is a nutritious food, which is 
beneficial in many respects, especially to 
cattle and horses. 


Windows of poultry houses should be 


placed on the south or southeast side, as 
the warmth of the sun will enter sooner 
in the morning. The interior of the 
poultry house should have plenty of light 
and warmth, in older to keep all por- 
tions dry and free from dampness. 


When sulphur is given 10 animals in 


wiuter it is liable to cause them to take 
cold, as it opens the pores of the skin. 
It is said to also cause rheumatism if 
given during dump weather.

where snows can drift iu on it aud per- 
haps be soaked wlien the snow melts, 
will be in no condition for work when 
it is wanted for uae next summer. Such 
costly appliances as harvesters, thresh- 
ers, fanning mills, tread po.vers, etc., 
will break any farmer who does not 
properly shelter them. Repairs on the 
farm make quite an item, and much of 
such woik could be avoided. 


The Held to plow under for corn is one 


that has been in clover this year, and 
especially if weeds aie taking possession 
and killing out tlie clover, as cultivation 
of the corn crop will kill the weeds. If 
plowed in the fall or winter the sod may 
be cross-plowed In the spring, which will 
form an excellent seed bed for the corn 
and give it a good start. 


The prices of farm implements are low 


compared with the past. When prices 
of furm produce fall, implements must 
be sold at a small margin of profit on ing 
to the farmers curtailing expenses in the 
several departments. 


If >ou don't think the best stock pays 


look around through your neighborhood 
and see if tbe best farmers don't keep 
the best stock. 


It is estimated that grain fed to suck- 


ling lambs designed for the butcher at an 
eaiiy day pays at the rate of $2 a bushel 
for corn anywhere in the Knstern and 
Middle States. 


Every young orcbaid is liable lobe 


badly damaged, if not ruined, by the 
rabbits, if the trees are not protected in 
some way. In small orchards the best 
protection is corn slalks tied around the 
tree. These will last for two season?. 
They will also prevent trees from blister- 
ing during tbe hot summer weather. 


Every fall we feel like spnaking a word 


in favor of cut green boue for poultry 
food. Some form of animal food is es- 
pecially desirable for fowls that have had 
a ranee of the farm through the summer. 
When frost destroys insects, those hens 
are forced to a sudden change of diet— 
the natural food is taken awav from 
them. The problem of supplying t'lis 
animal food duiing the winter becomes 
a serious onu.—liural A'oi 
Ynrktf. 


Sheriffs ami Jails. 


FIFTY INCOMPETENT 
SIIEKIFFS—SEC- 


RETARY BIDD-LE SCORES T11E MAN- 


NEH OF KEEPING JAILS. 


Secretary Cadwalader Riddle, in his 


recent report to the State Board of Char- 
ities, scored 30 Sheriffs of Pennsylvania 
and declared them to be entirely ignorant 
of the highest functions of the guardian 
of criminal classes. He made many im- 
portant recommendations, among them 
being one that tbe counties that care for 
their own insane should be reimbursed 
by the State. Secretary Biddle reviewed 
the operations of the Board for the past 
year. He says the penitentiaries are 
overcrowded, there being 1400 prisoners 
in the Eastern Penitentiary in accom- 
modations provided for not more than 
50 per cent, of that number. The West- 
ern Penitentiary is full and the Hunt- 
ingdon Reformatory receives only pris- 
oners under 25 years of age, who are 
serving their first term, and hence can 
afford but little relief to the peniten- 
tiaries. 


In order to relieve this pressure all 


the judges in the Eastern section of the 
State were requested by the president 
and secretary of the Board to sentence, 
as far as possible, those convicted of 
minor offenses to the county jails. But 
even if the ren.tiest be complied with, 
such relief can only be temporary in 
character. 


He suggests tbe need of another peni- 


tentiary unless something he done. The 
present, system, he says, is most deplor- 
able. In 50 cojnties of the State the 
jaiis are in charge of sheriffs who know 
nothing and care nothing for penalogy. 
For the most pm the prisoners are al- 
lowed to cnngrrgate in the corridois and 
find their sole occupation iu playing 
cards or indulging in vile conversation. 
These institutions are nursuries of crime, 
from which the prisoners go out worse 
than when they were committed. The 
population of eveiy county is sufficient 
to justify it in retaining its own prison- 
ers. 


..Most of the counties have jails which 


could easily accommodate all their con- 
victs. Hence, if they were placed under 
proper management there would be no 
need for years to come for further peni- 
tentiary facilities Secretary Biddle says 
it can be demonstrated that the cost of 
conducting one ot thtse jails in charge 
of inspectors is no greater than that of 
one under tlie other system. 


A resolution was adopted tuging the 


Legislature to pass an act providing for 
tbe reimbursement of counties which 
care tor their insane.

The official anuouucemeut, of Senate 


Cameron's ileteiniirmtiou not, to be 
candidate for re-election to the Unilet 
States Senate crea,tetl general surpr 
utnonf! liis Ilarrisbuig coustittienls am 
amODg ollicials. The impression had be 
come general among his supporters an 
opponents in the Republican parly tha 
notwithstanding liis free silver hercsie 
and other delinquencies he was reason 
ably certain of success it he permitted 
himself to become a candidate for the 
office he has so long filled. One of his 
most unreleuting opponents, Senator 
Kauffman, of Lancaster, recently state< 
in thifi city that while he had not chang 
ed his opinion as to the great wrong 
that would be done the Hepublicon part} 
by the re-election of Cameron he believ- 
ed that Quay would be found working 
for his old friend and would be suffident- 
ly powerful in influence to land him a 
winner. Senator Litndis, of Lancaster 
expressed a similar opinion, llcpresen- 
tatives from the anti-Cameron countie 
of Chester and Montgomery had also 
declared their belief that opposition to 
him would prove futile for similar rea 
sons. While the enemies of Cameron 
were fearful of his success his friends 
appeared confident of his re-election.

On the other 
hand, be careful about overheating 
cream. Xot that it cannot be healed to 
100 with impunity, and even with profit 
in some cases, but special treatment is 
afterward required, and you must learn 
how to handle it or fail. 
So guard 


against extremes of temperature. 


Batchers always ieep a good many 


hogs to consumetbe offal from the ani- 
mals they kill. This is not a bad prac- 
tice, for the hog is a carnivorous animal, 
and eats both grain and flesh with equal 
avidity. But the refuse blood and en- 
trails of animals are too heating and con- 
centrated food to be given alone. In this 
respect a mistake in feeding is often 
made. If other feed tban offal is given 
to the hogs it is apt to be corn, which is 
also a heating food and too concentrated 
to be easily digested. 


It usually happens that the failure in 


grass and clover seeding in a field is usu- 
ally on the elevated parts, which are 
gererally the dryest. Top dressing these 
with stable manure will often insure a 
catch. If the land is sandy or gravelly 
an addition of potash may be needed 
with the manure to insure a growth of 
clover. There is much less washing of 
manure thus used as top dressing than 
there would be of the soil if the manure 
were not used. 
Bains fall on the 


manure, so that the water sinkiinto it 
If they fall on bare soil they harden tbe 
surface so that more water washes down 
the hill, forming gullies and carrying 
away part of the surface soil.
